G uthrie, Ok., 
Nov. 
13.—All 
indi­ 
catio n s point to the defeat at the 
p o lls last Tuesday of the proposed 
am endm ent to the state constitution 
generally 
known 
as 
the 
“railroad 
am endm ent,” which had for its pur­ 
pose to give railroad com panies the 
rig h t to purchase other lines of rail­ 
way w ithin the state. It was refer­ 
red to a vote of the people by the 
1909 legislature and sought to amend 
a rticle 9, section 9 of the constitu­ 
tion. 
The state corporation commission, 
w ith Col. Jack Love as chairm an, 
bitterly opposed the adoption of the 
am endm ent, although it was under­ 
stood 
the comm ission 
won Id 
keep 
bands off in th at the am endm ent was 
referred by a dem ocratic legislature 
and had not been attacked publicly 
by any dem ocratic leader. 
One of the principal grounds stated 
by C hairm an Love for opposing the 
am endm ent was th at he is opposed to 
lettin g the railroads amend the con­ 
stitu tio n a t all, even though they do 
n o t profit 
by the am endm ent, 
be­ 
cause, he declared, it would give them 
a wedge to work in other am end­ 
m ents which m ight lessen the powers 
#^f the commission. 
The am endm ent was draw n with 
th e view 
of 
encouraging 
railroad 
building in Oklahoma, since it would 
perm it an independent com pany to 


build a line or an extension and then 
dispose of it to the system s operat- 
ing in the state. A sim ilar am end­ 
m ent, because of the opposition of 
the corporation com m ission, was de­ 
feated a t the polis on Aug. 2 last, 
when the state prim aries were held.
